Councilman^ opinion, apparently, is divided on the proposals, 
although public sentiment seemingly favors adoption of both 
measures. The fireworks ban lias been placed on first reading. 
Two years ago, the salary slashing plan was sanctioned by a 
4 to 3 vote, but was vetoed by the city executive, Charles Brown. 
Three of the present council supported the ordinance, and at least 
two of them are expected to vote tomorrow night. 
The third 
man who urged enactment of the taboo is now president of council. 
He will not vote except in the ev e n t of a tie. 
Citizens \yho ara interested, in the proposed legislation 
should attend the councilman^! .session which is scheduled for 8 
o’clock. The meeting hall is on the third floor of the Thompson 
building, Fourth and Market streets, and al! councilmanic delib­ 
erations are open to the public.

American film produce re are sensitive about public criticism, 
and they seem especially sensitive about foreign criticism, because 
they depend largely on the foreign market for their margin of 
profit.

WASHINGTON. D. C. April 6. — 
What Russia, since the ascendency of 
the Soviet, has done to the institution 
of holy matrimony has been a matter 
of no little interest in other countries. 
Likewise it has been a subject con­ 
cerning which it has been difficult to 
get definite and accurate information. 
AU kinds of reports have been circu­ 
lated, some of them vividly colored 
and highly spiced, about the mildest 
being that marriage had been abol­ 
ished under the new social order in­ 
augurated under Lenin and Trotsky. 
Even as yet, although the Russian 
experiment in government is prac­ 
tically a decade old. the outside world 
can not be sure as’ to what is to be 
believed of all that la heard about 
what is going on in that country 
which was once so conventionally 
ordered and so rigidly ruled. 
It ap 
pears, however, that the confusion

Socrates, the old Greek philosopher and moralist, is to little 
his day in court again after*many years. His case has been ap­ 
pealed to the supreme court at Athens, and a lawyer named Para- 
dopoulos is going to act as his attorney. 
It was by a miscarriage of justice, this lawyer holds, that 
Socrates was adjudged guilty of “impiety and corrupting youth'’ 
and sentenced to death, and “the honor of Greece requires a re­ 
vision of the judgment and a judicial declaration of Socrates’ in­ 
nocence.” 
It will be just like those Greeks to go ahead and do it, too, 
though it looks more like an American publicity stunt than a 
Greek performance. 
To Socrates, perhaps the greatest and best of the ancient 
Greeks, it matters not at all. 
More than 2,300 years ago that 
tired old man, refusing to change his course and denying that he 
had done anything except try to improve the character of the 
Athenians, cheerfully drank the deadly hemlock and passed to his 
reward. Why drag him through the courts now’, except possibly 
to make a careless generation better acquainted with antigue 
greatness? 
Modem Greece has little to do with tile Greeks who killed 
Socrates. The whole world reversed the judgment of his enemies 
long ago. And Socrates himself needs no defense from any living 
man. 
What defense could there be so good as his own “apologia,” 
recorded by Plato? It would pay patrons of our own “best sellers’’ 
to get that out of the Iii rary and read it 
not as philosophy, but 
as a gripping human statement in the midst of a great drama, 
from one of the foremost characters of history.

W hatever property the wife had be­ 
fore m arriage rem ains hers. 
She 
takes her husband's name or retains 
her own, just as she elects. She may 
m aintain a separate establishm ent, if 
seh desires to do so, and is able. And 
when she decides that the tim e has 
come to give friend husband the air 
she can secure a divorce as readily 
as a birth certificate can be got in 
this country. 
A couple desiring to sever their 
m atrim onial ties do not have to go 
through court proceedings th at in­ 
clude the filing of a suit and a trial 
or bearing in which one or the other 
m ust establish grounds for divorce. 
They do not have to sue or to give 
any grounds 
The mere fact that they ! 
w ant a divorce is sufficient cause for I 
granting it, and there is no washing 
of dirty linen for the edification of a 
morbid-minded public. 
There is no 
graft for detectives who get divorce 
evidence, and there are no fees for di­ 
vorce lawyers. 
There are no sensa­ 
tional stories for the newspapers, no 
m aterial for the sob sisters to mull 
jver, and no occasion for the activities 
of the news photographers who set 
pictures in spite of all th at may be 
done to circum vent them. 
Sign On And Then Sign Off. 
As a m atter of fact, the Russian 
m arriage aud divorce system is essen­ 
tially one of signing ou aud signing 
off. No ceremony is required to vail 
date a marriage. Those who prefer to 
observe thk am enities and form alities 
of life do, of course, h a\e a m arriage 
cerem ony, but it is not necessary so 
far as the legality of the affair is con­ 
cerned. 
Registering as husband and wife at 
a hotel Is in effect an entirely legal 
ceremony. So, also, is the m ere living 
together of a man and a woman.

youth and a maiden become interested 
in each other, they court each other, 
and then one fine day she moves into 
his living quarters or he transfers his 
belongings to her menage, and thereby 
they are m arried. They may register 
their m arriage, or they may not, but 
their living together constitutes it a 
I de facto m arriage aud it is Just as 
I legal and presum ptively ju st as hal- 
[ lowed as if it had been blessed by 
all the priests or m inisters in Chris­ 
tendom. 


Now in the m atter of the legitimacy 
of children, the Soviet has gone far in 
decreeing that the m other in register­ 
ing the birth of a child shall give the 
name of the child’s father. 
W hether 
the man she nam es is her registered 
or informal husband, and whether he 
is otherwise m arried or not, he is the 
j legal father of the child and Is re- 
. sponsible for its support unless he 
I can p itv e that it is not bis. 
If there 
j is any disgrace, it rests entirely upon 
j the man and not upon the m other or 
the child, in no circum stances is the 
thiid to be considered illegitimate. 
I ’I his seems to be predicated upon the 
idea th at if a child is born it m ust 
have a father as well as a mother, and 
that neither of its parents should be 
perm itted to escape responsibility for 
bringing it into the world. Least of ail 
should the child suffer by reason of 
any derelictions of its parents. 
W hen it -comes to getting a divorce, 
all the Russian mism ated have to do 
is to go to an office in the same dis­ 
trict where their m arriage was regis­ 
tered. 
It they have no children their 
m arriage is declared null and void in 
about three scratches of a pen, and 
tile wife can resum e her maiden name 
immediately, if she chanced to have 
relinquished it when she joined up 
with the male of the species to whom 
she is giving the gate. 
If they have children the divorce 
will not be granted or recorded so 


promptly, for the Soviet insists th at 
the father m ust assum e full responsi­ 
bility for his offspring in so far as 
their support is concerned. 
There is whefe the peculiar angle of 
the Russian m arriage law' comes in 
In the way of legalizing polygamy. A 
man is held to be legally m arried to

Attorney Zotterlei declar 
ed that Scaccuto at no time knew 
that a murder was being committed 
when Patrolman Kenney was slain. 
A l e maintained that the statement of 
the state in the closing argument was 
outside of the evidence, and that such 
words were prejudicial. 
Zotterlei also asserted that at no 
time was Scaccuto a party to any 
common purpose or design to Kill 
Kenney, whom it was said. he did not 
know, and that Scaccuto has "abso­ 
lutely no reason or motive to kill any­ 
one, and that he was going about hts 
business unarmed.”

MORTGAGE TAX 
BILL APPROVED! 


Excise Levy Measure Re­ 
commended by House 
Committee. 


COLUMBUS, O.. Ap ril G.—Decision 
to recom m end passage of the cotton 
bill, Imposing an excise tax upon the 
recording of m ortgages and other like 
instrum ent*, secured by real estate, 
has been reached by the house taxa 
Hon committee. 
This proposed m ortgage recording 
tax decrees that, 
beginning July J, 
next, excise taxes, estim ated to yield 
approxim ately $6,GOO,OOO a year shall 
be levied upon m or/gages filed which 
cover real estate solely in Ohio. H a ’f 
of this proposed revenue is to go to 
the sta te and tile other half to the 
counties. 
The bill provides for 
a 
graduated scale of taxation ranging 
from CO cents to II for each $100, or 
rem aining fraction 1 hereof.

being nom inated at prim ary elections; 
by S enator Emm ons, Sum m it county, 
providing for a state board of real es­ 
tate exam iners and for the licensing 
of real estate salesm en, the annual fee 
being $10.

Two years ago, the salary slashing plan was sanctioned by a 
4 to 3 vote, but was vetoed by the city executive, Charles Brown. 
Three of the present council supported the ordinance, and at least 
two of them are expected to vote tomorrow night. 
The third 
man who urged enactment of the taboo is now president of council. 
He will not vote except in the event of a tie. 
Citizens who are interested in the proposed legislation 
should Attend the councilman^ session which is scheduled for 8 
o'clock.

American film producers are sensitive about public criticism, 
and they seem especially sensitive about foreign criticism, because 
they depend largely on the foreign market for their margin of 
profit.

Socrates, the old Creek philosopher and moralist, is to litwe 
his day in court again af tai* many years. His case has been ap 
pealed to the supreme court at Athens, and a lawyer named Para- 
dopoulos is going to act as his attorney. 
It was by a miscarriage of justice, this lawyer holds, that 
Socrates was adjudged guilty of “impiety and corrupting youth’’ 
and sentenced to death, and “the honor of Greece requires a re­ 
vision of the judgment and a judicial declaration of Socrates’ in­ 
nocence.’* 
It will be just like those Greek* to go ahead and do it, too, 
ihough it looks more like an American publicity stunt than a 
Greek performance. 
To Socrates, perhaps the greatest and best of the ancient 
Gteeks, it matters not at all. 
More than 2,300 years ago that 
tired old man, refusing to change his course and denying that he 
had done anything except try to improve the character of the 
Athenians, cheerfully drank the deadly hemlock and passed to his 
reward. Why drag him through the courts now1, except possibly 
to make a careless generation better acquainted with antigue 
greatness ? 
Modem Greece has little to do with the Greeks who killed 
Socrates. The v. hole, world reversed the judgment of his enemies 
long ago. And Socrates himself needs no defense from any living 
man. 
What defense could there be so good as his own “apologia,” 
recorded by Plato? It would pay patrons of our own “best sellers” 
to get that out of the library and read it not as philosophy, but 
as a gripping human statement in the midst of a great drama, 
from one of the foremost characters of history.
